Confederate Veterans May 


Appeals Court, 


The privilege granted by the state to 
confederate veterans fo be peddlers or 
dealers in any article not proehtbited, 
and to be exempt from the payment of 
any tax or license, was held by the 
court of appeals in a decision handed 
down yesterday, to include dealing in 
non-intoxicating near bear. 

Under this ruling the city of Ocilla 
and other Georgia municipalities will 
be “prevented from keeping out near 
beer by means of prohibitive Hcense 
taxes. 

J. M. Burch, a confederate veteran, 
was convicted in thé recorder’s court 
of Ocilla of Naving sold near beer with- 
out a license. It was appealed, and 
the higher court held that he was not 
required to pay the tax. The state law 
on the subject supersedes thé municipal 
ordinance, 

The court pointed out that if Burch 
Was charged with dealing in a non- 
intoxicating beverage he was protected 
by the state grant to veterans to be 
peddlers or dealers in any commodity 
except “ardent or intoxicating lquors.” 
If Burch was dealing in an intoxicat- 
ing beverage he could not be tried tn 
the city court, since only the state court 
could have jurisdiction. His confeder- 
ate veteran’s license would not pro- 
tect him from punishment for fllega} 
dealing in such beverages, 

Burch had secured the transfer to 
himself of a license to deal in soft 
drinks issued to Taylor & Warren. The 
court held that this was illegal and 
could not be done without the permis- 
sion of the city issuing the license. 

In,the present case the purpose of the 
state law is to prohibit dehling In in- 
toxicating liquors. The Purpose of the 
city of Ocilla was to prevent even the 
sale of near beer. The court's opinion, 
as delivered by Judge R. B. Russell, de- 
feats the purpose of the city so far as 
confederate veterans are concerned.

Pensacola, Fla., October 26.—The British 
steamer Hollingside, after a voyage of over 
thirty days, “limped into port today from 
Dakar, Africa, being manned by a few of her 
crew, the remainder being down with African 
malaria] fever, among them being the mas- 
ter, who is seriously ill. These men who 
brought the ship to port were hardly able to 
dg s0, as they had bee: attacked and were 
cnly recovering from the disease. The vessel 
was gent to quarantine, where she will be de- 
fained until! all of the men recover. 

The steamer was about a week at sea when 
the men became sick, and: within a week 
almost the entire “crew was down with the 
fever; one man when the -Hollingside 
was two weeks at sea and he was buried. To- 
day after the ship went to quarantine an- 
other man expired and was buried across the 
bay, where the station is located. According 
to the men the water taken from the river 
at Dakar is the cause of the iliness. This !s 
the second vessel to arrive here within two 
weeks whose crews have have been attacked 
by the fever and deaths occurred.

ANOTHER COG SLIPPED. 


One by one the vulnerable points of the state prohibition law are being 
brought to light. 

Its most ardent advocates will not deny that it has its weak spots. 

Naturally these are what its enemies first seek out, and they are grad- 
ually developing them. 

The latest to come to view is that a near beer saloon can be operated 
without a license, provided only that the business is run under the veterans’ 
license exemption. 

That is the law as the courts have interpreted it, and neither prohibitive 
tax ordinance passed by city council nor state license can interfere with 
this law-given right. 

First, the state prohibition law shaped State and city revenue and drove 
the traffic across state lines, where it flourishes and grows fat on Georgia 
consumption. 

Then came the near beer saloon as a subterfuge to defeat the spirit of 
the law. How well it has succeeded is a matter of common knowledge. 

“ This subterfuge flourishes despite the law:

No sooner was this done than I at 
once became the target of aitack from 
many sources antagonistic te a renewal 
of past fights, whion always engineered 
the price of spot cotton to higher levels.

We agree in the proposition 
that a new trial based upon newly discovered 
evidence should be refused when It appears 
that by ordinary diligence before the trial 
the evidence could have been ascertained and 
we have had occasion several times to revert 
to the fact that it is frequently remarkable 
how much of what could sooner have been 
ascertained can be discovered by the losing 
party ofter a verdict has been rendered 
againat him. But whether ordinary diligence 
war exercised in special cases is to be de- 
termined by the facts and circumstances of 
each particular case for !teelf.’’
